Instructor 

Shipman then explained the 
process of getting the forms 
filled 

“We started off on a small 
level, contacting majors that 
we knew in each subject,” he 
began. "Then it started to 


spread out Anytime a student 
had a teacher two or three 
times, we felt they could 
describe them A lot of people 
that described helped us find 
other describers That's how 
we got our bulk of in¬ 
formation " 

Shipman stressed that a 
teacher description was 
compiled by combining three 
or four separate descriptions 
by students 

"We tried to get a wide 
cross-section of students to fill 
out the forms," Shipman 
stated. "The describing 
students knew what the forms 
were for, and that their names 
would not be associated to the 
forms " 

He said that this was 
necessary because students 
'hesitated' to fill forms if their 
name would be used 

“The students were asked 
not to tell anyone that they 
took part in the evaluation," 


Shipman continued “A high 
level of secrecy was in¬ 
volved " 

Moaely said the process was 
kept secret because they 
feared that if the information 
leaked out that the process 
would have been forced to 
stop 

"It's bad that it had to be 
kept secret, but it was 
necessary," Shipman ex¬ 
plained "If it had been 
known, it would have put a lot 
of pressure on the ad¬ 
ministration aad us " 

Shipman staled that nearly 
96 percent of the faculty, 
excluding Physical Education 
and Military Science faculty, 
had descriptions in the 
booklet 

"The only thing I might be 
dissatisfied with is' that not 
every teacher is covered; we 
just didn't get enough in¬ 
dividual descriptions for 
some." he stated

After weeks of confusion 
Stokley Carmichael will be 
coming to UTM, March 29 

The Black Student 
Association first presented the 
prospect of a Carmichael 
speech to the Speaker's 
Committee January 4. The 
motion to bring him failed for 
lack of a second. 

Vanessa Patton, president 
of the BSA and member of the 


Speaker’s Committee, then 
went to discuss the situation 
with Chancellor Larry T. 
McGehee. She was ac¬ 
companied by Ricky Young, 
secretary of minority affairs, 
and the vice president of the 
BSA. McGehee outlined the 
options open to them for 
bringing Carmichael to 
Congress. 

Meanwhile, SGA Congress 
sent a resolution to Lonnie 
Maness, chairman of the 


Speaker's Committee, con¬ 
demning censorship and 
encouraging the sponsoring of 
Carmichael on campus. 

The Speaker's Committee 
met again to discuss Car¬ 
michael and voted against 
him, 4-8-0. 

In their original proposal, 
the BSA wanted the Speaker's 
Committee to put up $360 to 
BSA's $400. 

Booking for Carmichael is 
done through the All African 


People's Revolution Party, 
which Carmichael helped to 
organize. 

Jackie Parker, member of 
the Party, helped organize the 
Black History Workshop, held 
during Black History Week. 
He heard that the BSA still 
wanted him as a speaker. He 
asked Patton how much she 
thought the BSA could raise to 
bring Carmichael. She told 
him about $500 Parker said 
Carmichael would come for 


Veterans reaction varied 
to Carter amnesty plan

Veterans at UTM when 
interviewed by The Pacer this 
week expressed various 
opinions on President Jimmy 
Carter’s recent amnesty plan 
for draft evaders, 

Mike Riley, a veteran and 
veteran’s counselor at UTM, 
said he thought there should 
have been some way to bring 
the draft dodgers back into the 
country, but expressed 
reservations about the plan 

“I’m glad he’s given them 
the opportunity to come back, 
but I believe they should have 
been required to perform 
some government service, 
either military or 
civilian," Riley stated. He 
added that he did not think 
deserters however should ever 
be allowed to come back into 
the country 

Mike Williams said he had 
mixed emotions about 
President Carter's amnesty 
plan 

"It was something 
inevitable due to our liberal 


Congress," William stated. He 
added there were some bad 
things about it, though, such 
as the breaking of the law 
seemed to have been 
overlooked as far as the 
pardon itself. 

Stan Tinin said he didn't like 
the amnesty plan. 

"I didn't think it was fair to 
the people who served in the 
army in Vietnam and in the 
service in general," Tinin 
said. “I felt if there was 
another war I would not go 
and fight again. I feel like the 
volunteer army will go to pot. 

“I think they chose what 
thev wanted to do (move out of 
the country) and I feel that 
since they moved out of the 
country and didn’t care 
enough to fight for it they 
should not be allowed any type 
of pardon or even back in the 
country,” Tinin added. 

Ross McCalip said he 
thought the amnesty plan was 
a good idea and he had gone 
just the right distance with 
the plan. 

Mark Ross said he thought 


the amnesty plan was a good 
thing. 

"I think it is a good thing 
Carter is taking this position," 
Ross said. He added that the 
action would put to rest a 
problem which had been 
around for a decade or longer. 
“In a country like America we 
have to consider more than 
just rules and regulations and 
mandatory requirements of 
the federal government that 
conflict with personal feeling, 
beliefs, and ethical 
viewpoints,” Ross stated. He 
added he thought it was an 
individual decision 

"If someone felt very 
strongly about not going to the 
Vietnam conflict they used 
an option that was open to 
them," Ross added. “It’s a 
matter of options." 

Ross added some people had 
taken the option of being a 
conscientious objector instead 
of going to Canada. 

“I recognize and can un¬ 
derstand a young man's 
viewpoints and feelings about 
not going into the service,"

Ross added. 

Major Wilson W. Wilson of 
Fort Knox, Kentucky, who 
was visiting UTM inspecting 
the ROTC unit here, said he 
was also for the amnesty. 

“I think he (Carter) in his 
judgment went far enough at 
this time ( with the amnesty)," 
Wilson commented. He added 
however this does not mean 
the amnesty won't be ex¬ 
tended in the future. 

“In very few cases is anyone 
persecuted to the maximum, 
especially in white collar 
crimes,” Wilson added. He 
stated that he had heard on the 
news that a person had 
received 60 days im¬ 
prisonment recently for 
reporting on his tax form an 
income of $10,000 instead of 
the accurate figure of 
$ 2 , 000 , 000 . 

Lynn Jarrett said he also 
thought the plan was a good 
idea 

“I don’t think he should 
give, deserters amnesty, 
however, unless they’ve been 
wounded," Jarrett added “If 
they've been wounded in 
action and then deserted I 
think he should give them 
amnesty then.” 

Colonel William R. Kaler, 
Professor of Military Science, 
said Carter was the com¬ 
mander—in—chief and he 
supported what action he took. 
He said he did not feel the 
impact of the action would be 
realized, though, until, the 
country again engaged in 
hostilities. 

John Mathenia said he was 
in full agreement with 
President Carter's amnesty 
plan for draft evaders 

“For my part, I did enlist in 
the army, but not from a sense 
of duty or any idea of 
bravery," Mathenia said. "I 
chose to enlist because I knew 
I would have a much better 
chance of staying alive if I 
selected the job I would 
perform while I was in the 
Army, rather than letting 
myself be drafted and taking 
my chances. 

"This was an option 
available to me and I took it, 
the possibility of leaving the 
country did occur to me, but I 
was not willing to make that 
commitment and all it in¬ 
volved," Mathenia continued.

“I am excited about Stokley 
Carmichael coming," com¬ 
mented Patton, “so are lots of 
other black students. I’m glad 
we finally have him.” 

Patton said the BSA will try 
to raise as much of the 
original $750 as possible. The 
BSA also agreed to pay for 
Carmichael's travelling ex¬ 
penses. 

Carmichael will be at UT 
Chattanooga before he comes 
to Marlin After speaking 
here, Carmichael will go to 
Memphis. In the following two 
weeks, he will speak at 
Vanderbilt and Fisk 
University in Nashville. 

"I now have to go to the 
Office of Undergraduate 
Life,” explained Patton. “I 
have to talk to Dr. Sexton in 
order to secure a facility and 
make sure security is 
available (for Carmichael). 
We also must make sure he 
has a copy of the speakers 
policy. 

Carmichael was born in 
Trinidad, Spain in 1941. He 
and his family moved to 
Harlem, New York in 1952. He 
graduated from Howard 
University in 1964 with a 
degree in philosophy. At 
Howard, he was a militant 
leader instudent government, 
working through the Non- 
Violent Action Group. 

He was arrested several 
times while participating in 
civil rights activities in the 
South in the early 60's. 

He directed the Student 
Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee's Mississippi 
summer project in 1964, 
working in civil rights and 
voter training program 

As chairman of the SNCC in 
1966-1967, he helped move the 
organization's philosophy of 
nonviolence to a more vio¬ 
lent nature

Vanguard Theatre’s 
production of Thornton 
Wilder's “The Matchmaker" 
will begin tonight at 8 p.m in 
the Fine Arts Theatre and will 
run through Saturday. 

"The Matchmaker" is laid 
in Yonkers in the 1880s and is 
concerned with a rich, 
tightfisted widower in search 
of a wife. The play tells how a 
scheming lady matchmaker 
blows out every match she 
gets lighted, until she herself 
manages to become the 
conquering flame. The story 
catapults and ricochets, 
characters bounce out of trap 
doors, squeeze into closets, 
hide under tables, eavesdrop 
behind screens; boys dress up 
as girls and cab drivers loop 
with drink. Identities are 
mistaken and purses are 
mislaid 


"I think it is going to be a 
very, very funny play,” Jim 
Brewi, publicity director, for 
the play, stated. "Everybody 
can enjoy it." 

Brewi added that 
everything is ready to go for 
the play and he is looking 
forward to opening night. 

Wilder, an American 
playwright, is probably most 
famous for his play "Our 
Town.” The musical “Hello 
Dolly” is based upon “The 
Matchmaker.” 

Tickets for "The Mat¬ 
chmaker" went on sale 
Monday at the Vanguard box 
office, and sales are going 
very well, Brewi said.

Sterling said that Billy Joel 
was booked for the concert 
this Tuesday. 

"The offer (on Billy Joel) 
came to me sometime last 
week and it was a real good 
deal," Sterling said 

He said that Billy Joel is 
best known for his former 
number one song "The Piano 
Man.” 

"He is a very professional 
entertainer and has a special 
way of cottng over to people 
who see^him,” Sterling 
commented. "He has not had 
anything out recently, but he 
is beginning to start his tour 


again and is being received 
well everywhere." 

The whole new show, which 
Billy Joel will be bringing to 
UTM is entitled "A Special 
Evening With Billy Joel" and 
will last for approximately 
two hours, Sterling com¬ 
mented. 

“His show is so unique in a 
way that he will only do it 
without the support of an 
opening act," Sterling added 

Sterling said tickets will go 
on sale for the concert as soon 
as possible Student tickets 
will be $4, non-student tickets 
will be $5, and tickets will be 
$6 the day of the show. Tickets

He said it is costing the SGA 
$5000 for Billy Joel and the 
total cost for the concert will 
be approximately $9000

Gulf research set 
for student benefit 


A biology field trip to the 
Gulf Coast Research 
Laboratory In Ocean Springs. 
Mississippi will be held during 
Spring Quarter. 

Dr Winfred Smith, coor¬ 
dinator of the trip, said an 
orientation meeting con¬ 
cerning the trip will be held at 
7p.m Monday. February 14 in 
room 211 of Brehm Hall for 
students interested in the trip. 

"The purpose of the trip is to 
give our students some 
practical field experience In a 
marine environment,” Smith 
said, "It’s an opporRinity for 
them to see and experience 
lots of things they haven't seen 
before: things they have been 
exposed to in classes here 

Smith said the four will 
leave Martin on April 6 and 
will return on April 10 with 
three days being spent in 
Mississippi. He stated the tour 
would be held over the spring 
holidays and students would 
only have to miss one day of 
class. 

The trip will involve a day of 
trawling in the Mississippi 
Sound, an all day trip to Horn 


Island, a barrier island ana 
part of the Gulf Islands 
National Seashore, and a day 
of working the beaches and 
marshes in the vicinity of 
Ocean Springs, Mississippi 

Registration in Biology 4020 
(section 1), Biology 4661, and 
Biology 4671 is required for a 
total of three hours credit, and 
a fee of 635 will be required for 
each student Smith said the 
635 would include rooms, and 
practically all the meals while 
the group was in Ocean 
Springs 

"What we're really talking 
about is giving some of our 
students an opportunity to see 
what an environment is like 
that very few of them are 
familiar with at all,” Smith 
commented. “We’re going to 
collect organisms in several 
different places down there by 
trawling in the Mississippi 
Sound.” 

Smith said the group will be 
using a laboratory of the 
Gulf Coast Research 
Laboratory, their dormitory, 
cafeteria, and trawling boat 

“We will have an op¬ 
portunity to see a fairly active 
large marine station, Smith 
commented. “The students 
will be able to see what kinds 
of research is going on." 

Smith said the only 
prerequesite for the courses 
was that students must have 
completed the general biology 
sequence. He said 
arrangements were being 
made for 12 students and only 
a maximum of 17 might go on 
the trip. He said Dr. Wilburn 
Sllger, Dr. Gordon Morris and 
he would accompany the 
students on the trip. 

“It should be an enjoyable 
trip,” Smith added. 
“Everyone is looking forward 
to it.” 

He concluded that the 
department hopes to offer 
field trips to other parts of the 
country in the future.

‘System Seven’ savings 
cuts cost considerably 


UTM has been utilizing a 
new industrial power saving 
device for the past six months 
that has cut electricity con¬ 
sumption by more than 989,000 
kilowatt hours. 


electric billings do not reflect 
the energy demand 
avoidance. 

UTM leases the System 
Seven from the IBM Cor¬ 
poration. The total cost of 
operation is 612.884 per year 

"It is proving to. be well 
worth the investment,” Gross 
aid. "I am predicting that 
after the new physical 
education complex is hooked 
into the System Seven, the 
annual savings on kilowatt 
hour reduction alone will be 
about 640,000." 

Gross believes that UTM is 
currently using the System 
Seven at a partial utilization of 
it* full power saving potential 
and feels that in the future, 
modifications could be made 
for more sophisticated ap¬ 
plications. 


Dr. Francis Gross, vice 
chancellor for business and 
finance, said today a study 
comparing power con¬ 
sumption during the same 
time period last year in- 


saved about 618,000 through 
reduced electricity con¬ 
sumption by six major 
academic buildings to which 
the device, called the System 
Seven, is connected He 
pointed out that in the building 
in which the System Seven 
could not be used, the elec¬ 
tricity consumption has in¬ 
creased over 300,000 kilowatt 
hours due to the severe cold 
this winter. 

He explained that UTM is 
the first University in the state 
to use the System Seven, 
although several Tennessee 
industries have utilized it 
before to save on power costs 

"The System Seven is a 
minicomputer hooked to 
every electrical meter and the 
controls of every major 
electrical motor in a given 
building," Gross explained 
"It keeps power demand in the 
building at a lower, steadier 
rate by regulating the times in 
which the motor turns on." 

He stated that electricity 
costs for the University are a 
combination of kilowatt hour 
consumption and energy 
demand. By controlling the 
various central air handler 
units in the heating and 
cooling systems of each 
building, the device is ef¬ 
fective in holding the 
University’s electricity rates 
as well as reducing the 
amount of electricity con¬ 
sumed. He said, however, that 
there was no way to ac¬ 
curately compute the total 
savings since the monthly

tendance and can class absences affect a student’s grade? 
Why are some teachers in sociology permitted lo take off 
points for each class absence, while teachers in other areas 
do not believe that attendance affects the class grade?

When contacted with this question, Chancellor Larry T. 
McGehee stated the class attendance policy was printed on 
page 31 of the latest UTM catalog and page 42 of the 1976-77 
Student Handbook. 

The policy is as follows: 

Classroom attendance is an integral part of the educative 
experience: therefore, it is the responsibility of the student 
to attend class The instructor of a course may determine lus¬ 
her own attendance policy with the provision that the policy 
must be applied consistently to all students in the course. 
The attendance policy should be reasonable and should be 
unambiguously stated in each class at the beginning of each 
quarter. 

In the student area of the parking lot for Atrium and 
Clement Halls, near the 1TV Building, there are two, ap¬ 
parently broken down.

In the letter Harrison 
complained about not being 
contacted by Hearn, alter his 
appointment to the com¬ 
mittee, and alao accused 
Hearn of apathy concerning 
the committee 
Harrison said he had sent 
copies or the letter to the other 

r ple besides Hearn because 
wanted to draw to their 
attention a problem that 
needed correction. 

“The problem is Dr 
Hearn’s apathy towards 
chairing the committee." 
Harrison said Tuesday “The 
committee has not met once 
during the school year and I 
have had no correspondence 
from him the whole school 
year 

“In my past interaction with 
Dr Hearn and the Traffic 
Appeals Board, Dr Hearn told 
me he has been trying to get 
off the committee for the last 
two years without success," 
Harrison continued “It is my 
understanding that whoever 
asked Dr. Hearn to chair the 
committee won’t let him off 
for some reason." 

Harrison said he wanted the 
letters to the other people to 
draw attention to the issue 
that Dr. Hearn wanted off the 
committee. 

Hearn said that prior to his 
receiving a list of students 
appointed to University 
Committees, attached by 
Harrison to his letter last 
week, he had not known 
Harrison was on the com¬ 
mittee. 

Hearn said he had not 
received the names of the 
two student members on his 
committee until he received 
the letter from Harrison, and 
that a problem of finding out 
who the student members of 
the committee were had 
existed in previous years. 

Hearn stated he had sent out 
a memorandum to Stoddard 
and others requesting that 
someone provide the names, 
phone numbers, and ad¬ 
dresses of the student 
members of the Board to him 
He said he also placed the 
memorandum requesting the 
student names on the bulletin 
board outside his office. He 
added the memorandum had 
remained on the bulletin 
board from September 29 until 
when he received the letter 
from Harrison. 

“Sometime before 
Christmas Mr. Luther 
Ramsey came by to see me,” 
Hearn said He explained that 
Ramsey said he was a student 
member of the committee, but 
said Ramsey did not know who 
the other student member of 
the committee was Hearn 
said Ramsey told him he 
would try to find out who the 
other student member of the 
committee was 
"Just after the Christmas 
holidays, he (Ramsey) came 
back again and told me the 
other student member was 
going to be replaced,” Hearn 
stated. “If he mentioned the 
other student’s name I have no 
recollection of it.

John (Turtle) Harrison 
raised complaints to The 
Pacer Tuesday night con¬ 
cerning the legitimacy of his 
“removal" by SGA President 
Russ Stoddard from the 
Traffic Appeals Board 

Stoddard asked during the 
Congress meeting Tuesday 
night if anyone desired to be 
appointed to the Traffic 
Appeals Board, and Harrison, 
a member of Congress, asked 
if he had been removed from 
the Board Stoddard informed 
him that he had been 
removed. 

"The first thing I thought of 
was that the procedure was 
not according to Hoyle," 
Harrison said “Immediately 
after Congress I examined 
the SGA Constitution and 
found Article 4, Section 2.2 
reads: The duties of the 
Student Government 
Association President shall be 
to recommerd to the student 
Congress the removal of any 
person whom he appoints 
whose position has been ap¬ 
proved by the Congress," 
Harrison stated He explained 
that Congress had approved 
all the students appointed to 
committees by SGA. 

Harrison said that he 
desired that Stoddard and 
Congress be made aware of 
this point in the constitution 
and of the fact that he is still 
on the committee until 
removed by Congress. 

Stoddard, when approached 
about the constitutional 
regulation by The Pacer said 
he had not been informed 
about it. 

“I realize a constitutional 
error has taken place and next 
week I will make a recom¬ 
mendation to Congress that 
Johnny Harrison be removed 
from the Traffic Appeals 
Board.” Stoddard said. 

Harrison said he thought his 
"removal " was the result of a 
letter he had written to Dr 
Robert Hearn, who chairs the 
Traffic Appeals Board, the 
week before Harrison also 
sent copies of the letter to the 
Chancellor, Dr. Donald 
Sexton, director of men’s 
activities. Ted Council, 
director of Safety and 
Security, and The Pacer.

Gulf research set 
for student benefit 


A biology field trip to the 
Gulf Coast Research 
Laboratory in Ocean Springs, 
Mississippi will be held during 
Spring Quarter. 

Dr Winfred Smith, coor¬ 
dinator of the trip, said an 
orientation meeting con¬ 
cerning the trip will be held at 
7p.m Monday, February 14 in 
room 211 of Brehm Hall for 
students interested in the trip. 

"The purpose of the trip is to 
give our students some 
practical field experience in a 
marine environment,” Smith 
said. “It’s an opporftimty for 
them to see and experience 
lots of things they haven't seen 
before: things they have been 
exposed to in classes here 

Smith said the four will 
leave Martin on April 6 and 
will return on April 10 with 
three days being spent in 
Mississippi. He stated the tour 
would be held over the spring 
holidays and students would 
only have to miss one day of 
class. 

The trip will involve a day of 
trawling in the Mississippi 
Sound, an all day trip to Horn 


Island, a barrier island ana 
part of the Gulf Islands 
National Seashore, and a day 
of working the beaches and 
marshes in the vicinity of 
Ocean Springs, Mississippi 

Registration in Biology 4020 
(section 1), Biology 4661. and 
Biology 4671 is required for a 
total of three hours credit, and 
a fee of *35 will be required for 
each student. Smith said the 
$35 would include rooms, and 
practically all the meals while 
the group was in Ocean 
Springs 

"What we’re really talking 
about is giving some of our 
students an opportunity to see 
what an environment is like 
that very few of them are 
familiar with at all,” Smith 
commented. “We’re going to 
collect organisms in several 
different places down there by 
trawling in the Mississippi 
Sound.” 

Smith said the group will be 
using a laboratory of the 
Gulf Coast Research 
Laboratory, their dormitory, 
cafeteria, and trawling boat 

"We will have an op¬ 
portunity to see a fairly active 
large marine station, Smith 
commented. “The students 
will be able to see what kinds 
of research is going on.” 

Smith said the only 
prerequesite for the courses 
was that students must have 
completed the genera) biology 
sequence. He said 
arrangements were being 
made for 12 students and only 
a maximum of 17 might go on 
the trip. He said Dr. Wilburn 
Sllger, Dr. Gordon Morris and 
he would accompany the 
students on the trip. 

“It should be an enjoyable 
trip,” Smith added. 
“Everyone is looking forward 
to it.” 

He concluded that the 
department hopes to offer 
field trips to other parts of the 
country in the future.

‘System Seven’ savings 
cuts cost considerably 


UTM has been utilizing a 
new industrial power saving 
device for the past six months 
that has cut electricity con¬ 
sumption by more than 989,000 
kilowatt hours. 


electric billings do not reflect 
the energy demand 
avoidance. 

UTM leases the System 
Seven from the IBM Cor¬ 
poration. The total cost of 
operation is $12,884 per year 

"It is proving to. be well 
worth the Investment," Gross 
aid. "I am predicting that 
after the new physical 
education complex is hooked 
into the System Seven, the 
annual savings on kilowatt 
hour reduction alone will be 
about *40,000." 

Gross believes that UTM is 
currently using the System 
Seven at a partial utilization of 
its full power saving potential 
and feels that in the future, 
modifications could be made 
for more sophisticated ap- 


vice saved about $18,000 through 
i and reduced electricity con- 
study sumption by six major 
con- academic buildings to which 
same the device, called the System 
Seven, is connected. He 
pointed out that in the building 
in which the System Seven 
could not be used, the elec¬ 
tricity consumption has in¬ 
creased over 300,000 kilowatt 
hours due to the severe cold 
this winter. 

He explained that UTM is 
the first University in the state 
to use the System Seven, 
although several Tennessee 
industries have utilized it 
before to save on power costs. 

“The System Seven is a 
mini-computer hooked to 
every electrical meter and the 
controls of every major 
electrical motor in a given 
building,” Gross explained. 
"It keeps power demand in the 
building at a lower, steadier 
rate by regulating the times in 
which the motor turns on." 

He stated that electricity 
costs for the University are a 
combination of kilowatt hour 
consumption and energy 
demand. By controlling the 
various central air handler 
units in the heating and 
cooling systems of each 
building, the device is ef¬ 
fective In holding the 
University’s electricity rates 
as well as reducing the 
amount of electricity con¬ 
sumed. He said, however, that 
there was no way to ac¬ 
curately compute the total 
savings since the monthly

tendance and can class absences affect a student’s grade? 
Why are some teachers in sociology permitted to take off 
points for each class absence, while teachers in other areas 
do not believe that attendance affects the class grade?

When contacted with this question, Chancellor Larry T. 
McGehee stated the class attendance policy was printed on 
page 31 of the latest UTM catalog and page 42 of the 1976-77 
Student Handbook. 

The policy is as follows: 

Classroom attendance is an integral part of the educative 
experience: therefore, it is the responsibility of the student 
to attend class The instructor of a course may determine his- 
her own attendance policy with the provision that the policy 
must be applied consistently to all students in the course. 
The attendance policy should be reasonable and should be 
unambiguously stated in each class at the beginning of each 
quarter.

UTM students are being 
sent to the Weakley County 
Juvenile Office, but as 
counselors and instructors, 
not as offenders 

The Dresden Project, as it is 
unofficially titled, involved 
about 40 volunteer UTM 
students who work on a one-to- 
one basis with the juvenile 
offenders at the Juvenile 
Office These students for the 
most part are involved in the 
fields of sociology, social 
work, psychology, criminal 
justice, and education, 
although any student may 
volunteer 

The project provides 
counseling in drug abuse, 
alcohol, and personal social 
adjustment as well as 
remedial education services 
However, most students are in 
the program’s educational 
segment and spend three 
hours a week tutoring 
juveniles 

"Weakley County Juvenile 
officers started the project 
last summer,” Jimmy R. 
Alewine, sociology instructor 
and co-ordinator of the project 
said. ‘’They had a ten-week 
project which was so suc¬ 
cessful they decided to con¬ 
tinue with it.” 

A screening committee, 
assisted in some instances by 
Juvenile Officers employed by

The Northwest Tennessee 
Mental Health Center also 
performs psychological 
testing for all school systems 
in the center's five county 
service area These counties 
include Weakley, Obion, Dyer, 
Crockett, and Lake counties. 

Because the Northwest 
Tennessee region has a larger 
number of people over age 60 
than any comparable area of 
the state, much emphasis is 
put on developing psychiatric 
programs for the elderly. 

Another service provided by 
the Center is called Adult 
Outpatient, for people who are 
emotionally ill but do not 
require hospitalization 

Those addicted to drugs and 
alcohol also will be served by 
the center. Treatment and 
rehabilitation services are 
offered in those areas also
